This is a first Office action on tfie merits for application serial number 1 0/621290 
filed 07/17/03. This Office action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed 
07/17/03. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: #16. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheef in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no written description found of a filtering 
layer. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 1,953,555 to Frey. 

Frame 1 1 has C-shaped channel 20 inserted within groove 15 accommodating 
tubular light 19. At least one glass panel 16 is provided with a layer 18 thereon 
which inherently provides a degree of filtering. Finishing frame 10 is provided. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
4,697,365 to Moosbmgger et al. 

Frame 14, glass panel 11, filtering layer 12, seating 72 and tubular light 71 . 
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9. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent. 6,406,108 to Upton et al. 

Figure 3 provides glass panel 16, at least one of layers 15 which can be 
translucent of opaque as described which inherently provides a filter, C-shaped 
channel seat 47, light 20 In groove 22. A power supply is inherently delivered to 
light 20 and therefor must fit with the channel thought this limitation is not 
required of the claim as it is only set forth with intended use language. 

10. Claims 1 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent Application Publication 2002/007576 Al to Gai. 

Gai provides glass panel 8, filtering layer 6 or 7, three parallel grooved seating in 
a metal frame 9, and tubular light source 2. 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in sectfon 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent Des. 363,997 to Nomura. 

Figure 9 provides a framing member having three parallel grooved seatings. It 
would have been obvious a the time of the invention to one having ordinary skill 
in the art that the framing member of Nomura could have been from metal as 
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metal is a well known material used in the framing arts for extruded shapes. It 
would have been an obvious material choice for its ease in being extruded into 
the cross section shown and for its inherent material properties such as strength. 
Recitations of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re 
Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963). 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
